Major Burwash 
was commissioned by the Dominion 
government to carry on exploration

Venture Successful 

Today's radio message, received by 
Officials of the Western Canada Air- 
ways from Pilot Gilbert, set aside all 
doubts as to the success of the haz- 
| ardous undertaking. Several times 
the trip had been reported abandoned, 
and for many days the aerial explor- 
ers had been unreported. Pilot Gil- 
bert radioed from the government sta- 
tion at Coppermine, a northern trad- 
ing post. He expected to take off for 
Fort McMurray today, on the last lap 
of a more than 5,000 mile journey

CANADA MAKES | 
ALL IN TOUCH 


Deiveben of Marine An- 
nounces Completion of 
Vital Stations

OTTAWA, Sept, 9—Two new ave- 
nues of communication with the far 
north have been completed with the 
installation of radio stations at Cop- 
permine, on Coronation Gulf, and 
Chesterfield Inlet on the western side 
of Hudson Starits, according to an 
announcement by the department of 
marine. 

With the completion of the new sta- 
tions, there is an inter-connecting | 
radio chain around Canada from the 
Mackenzie River in the Arctic to Port 
Arthur, running via Coppermine to the 
Hudson Straits division, thence down 
the east coast of Labrador to the At- 
jlantic division and on to the St. Law- 
rence chain and the Great Lakes sys- 
tem. . 

Transportation of the construction 
crew into Coppermine was effected by 
the civil eviation branch of the na- 
tional defence department. ‘The crew 
landed at the Arctic post on July 28 
They were picked up again on Sep- 
tember 6 and were landed at Fort 
Fitzgerald, 600 miles south, the follow- 
ing day. Equipment was taken north 
from Vancouver at the end of June 
on the ship Baychimo. Men and ma- 
terial for the station at Churchill were 
transported by the department of ra!l- 
ways and canals steamer Ocean Eagle, 
arriving on August 14. 

Besides the main transmitters, which 
Will be used for communicating with 
vessels and sending important weather 
observations to the marine depart- 
ment, both stations will be equipped 
with radio telephone broadcasting 
equipment.
